According to reports from Vichy France to the 
Swiss Beanek TaGwacut, the first wave of Jewish 
deportations is over. ft should not, however, be 
concluded (the paper declares) that there will be no 
repetitions. “ It is perhaps a mere lull before fresh 
storms, a pause while lists are being drawn up. It 
is the French people itself which has saved France's 
honour in this tragic episode, helping victims where- 
ever and however possible.” 

The Vichy Government has been painfully striv- 
ing to yustify its excesses, and in a statement broad- 


cast last week from several French and Axis 
stations, complaims that “ at a time when France ts 
weak and disorganised by war wounds, when 


1.200.000 Frenchmen are prisoners behind barbed 
wire and when the whole future of France and the 
world 1s uncertain, it is surprising to see Frenchmen 
excited about a few Jews. We do not deny,” the 
statement continued, * that from a purely humani- 
tarian standpoint some Jews are to be pitied. But 
from a national standpoint the Jews must be held 
responsible for our decadence and deleat 


Courageous Catholics 


Details are still emerging of the magnificent oppo- 
Sition to. the persecutions put up by the French 
peopic, c pecially the Catholics It ts reported, 
imstance, that Father Chaillet, a Jesuit priest of 
Lyons, has been confined to the small town of Privas. 
70 miles to the south, for having refused to disclose 
where he had hidden a group of hunted Jewish 
children. He told the police that he was obeying 
the order of Cardinal Gerlier, the courageous Arch- 
bishop of Lyons, in refusing the information, Mer. 
Gerlicr himself told the local Prefect of Police: 
“ There are limits to everything. We shall continue 
to take care of these children and you will not know 
where they are until the Vichy Government pro- 
mises not to deport them to Germany.” 


Ihe French Protestants, likewise, have condemned 


the anti-Jewish outrages, The text of a letter sent 
to Marshal Pétain by Pastor Boegner, President of 
the Protestant Federation of France, 
against Vichy’s treatment of Jews, has appeared in 
the Swiss paper Vorksrecur. These * deliveries. 
wrote Pastor Boegner, “ have occurred under in- 
human conditions which shock the most hardened 
consciences and brought tears to the eves of wit- 
nesses. As President of a Council of Christian 
Churches, which includes all great Christian 
churches with the exception of the Roman Catholic 
Church, | am forced to inform you of the deep 
emotion felt in Swiss, Swedish, and United States 
churches in face of the events now occurring m 
France with which the entire world is acquainted. 
beg you,” the letter concludes, “ to dictate the 
indispensable measures in order that France may 
Hot inflict upon herself a moral defeat of unfathom- 
able weight.”

Discussions at the Vatican 


_ It became known in Berne on Sunday that an 
mportant part of the discussions which Mr. Myron 
Taylor, President Roosevelt's representative, has had 
at the Vatican concerned the Vichy deportations 
Mr. Taylor's discussions, according to the Niws 
CHRONICLE, may have an important bearing on the 
future policy of the United States towards France. 
The Polish Government has undertaken diplo- 
Matic steps in connection with the Vichy Govern- 
Ment’s decision to hand over Polish Jews in France 
to the Germans, and the order prohibiting Polish 
Jews in possession of visas to other countries from 
leaving France, 
. The Polish Government (writes a correspondent) 
IS using two channels to make its protests: through 
the Vatican, with whom Poland's diplomatic rela- 
lions remain unbroken, and through Washington. 
According to reports received in London, the 
ichy authorities, in addition to deporting thousands 
Of Polish Jews, handed over to the Gestapo some 
3,000 Polish Jewish political refugees. Among them 
were 260 women. 
The fate of the Polish Jews deported is not known, 
he report states that they were all sent to Poland. 
Another report states that a large proportion were 
sent to work in Silesian coal mines, while the women 
and children were deported to Poland.

Chief Rabbi's Address 


Jewish leaders have in the past 
delivered important broadcasts over .the B.B.C. 
Among them last week-end were 
messages by the Chief Rabbi and Professor Selig 
Brodetsky 

in the course of his Erev Yom Kippur broadcast 
address on Sunday, the Chief Rabbi said: 

If the New Year is the mind of the Israclite’s soul- 
life, Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, is the 
heart of the Jew’s religion. Any Jew in whom 
that heart has ceased beating, is spiritually dead to 
Judaism, and totally devoid of the Jewish religious 
consciousness. Yom Kippur is known as the 
Sabbath of Sabbaths, and the loyal son of Israel 
rests on that day not only from all manner of work, 
but from all earthly atlairs. Yom Kippur is to the 
Jew the door ol reconciliation with his God, his 
tellow-men, and his own higher sell lt the 
Elijah that unites children to parents, and parents 
to children—and leads them back tm contrite 
repentance to ther Father Who ts in Heaven 

Now all true repentance requires preparation 
puriiication of heart and attunimng of spirit. Pre 
pare to mect thy God, O Isracl,” ts the bidding ol 
the Prophet. Ewen the High Pricst of old had to 
undergo such preparation. We are given tull detatls 
of these preparations, and learn that, among them 
was the reading of the books of Job, Fzra, and 
Danicl. We too, may well turn to the books of 
Scripture we have mentioned, and meditate on ther 
to Us,

One of the old Rabbis taught, “ Job ts not so 
much history, as tt is a parable of human lite Ihe 
tory of Job certainly seems to be a parable of 


present-day humanity. We too cannot explain the 
vast and infinite suffering through which the world 
is puSt passing. But once more we see thal suffering 
is a holy thing. Ut purrties: it educates: and it gives 
mortals an opportunity tor disinterested goodness 
Phe devotion and exalted consecration to high ideals 
that the war ts calling torth are duc to the burning 
conviction, deeper than words, that there are things 
of absolute and eternal worth tor which we gladly 
sacrifice all we have and are in file That con- 
viction is an inner personal experience, religion in 
most vital form 


Importance of the Home 


By a drastic measure, Ezra lastingly impressed 
upon his contemporaries the viial importance of the 
home iw religion—the home in- which the God- 
fearing mother implants in her children love tor 
the ancient rites and customs of Isracl, and reverence 
for the immemorial Thou shalts and Thou shalt 
nots of Jewish duty. Sorely needed indeed ts such 
teaching in our own generation, when in many a 
home the Sabbath lights no longer usher in Sabbath 
joy, and the family life remains unhallowed by 
prayer! Jew and non-Jew alike in our day have 
reason to lament the weakening of home-sanctions, 
and the consequent blurring of the everlasting dis- 
tinction between right and wrong in human Iife. 

By its passionate advocacy of resistance even unto 
death to the heathen persecutor, the Book of Daniel 
was a trumpet-call to heroic martyrdom tor the 
truth: and at the same time it was a Heavenly light, 
illumining the dark horizon of suffering by the 
hope of eternal life. No book could be more appro- 
priate for meditation on the Day of Atonement, 
which opens for us the portals of eternity in this 
world, and the gates of immortality in. the world to 
come. And especially so in the present darkness of 
Nazi persecution, 

Many of those who are at this moment listening 
to my voice weep for near relatives and friends 
tortured and murdered by the hell-hounds of Hitler, 
who spare neither young nor old, and pity neither 
mothers nor infants. Jewish worshippers through- 
out the world will in their Yom Kippur devotions

ROSH HASHANA IN RUSSIA 


It is reported that the Great Synagogue in Moscow 
was crowded during the services on both days ol 
Rosh Hashana. Jews in uniform formed about 25 
per cent of the congregation. Similar accounts 
come from Leningrad, Tashkent, Biro-Bidjan, and 
elsewhere, In many places, Jewish war refugees 
formed a large part of the congregations, Prayers 
were recited in memory of the Jews fallen on the 
battlefields in Russia, and the Jewish martyrs 
butchered by the Nazis. 

The Council of the Moscow Jewish Community 
has sent a message of greetings to world Jewry on 
the occasion of the Holy-days. “ May the New 
Year,” says the message, “ be the year of victory 
over the bestial enemy of mankind, the year of the 
final destruction of Fascism, and a year of liberty 
and prosperity for all progressive nations, including 
our Jewish nation.” 


SOS FROM POLAND 


Unprecedented Scale 
of Pogroms | 


The following message has been sent to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency from a point “on the border of 
Axis-held territory.” It ts dated September 20: 

Pogroms carried out according to plan and on an 
unprecedented scale are occurring throughout the 
Government General of Poland, according to a 
report received here through underground channels. 

Ihe pogroms are being organised in connection 
with mass deportations of Jews from Warsaw, Lwow, 
Przemysh, and a number of other towns. 

Ihe report is accompanied by an appeal to the 
Iree world to save Polish Jewry from annihilation. 
“ The men are being assembled in labour camps 
and then sent to Russia and Germany, while women 
and children are being deported to unknown destina- 
tions,” the report says. “ The Nazis have begun 
the extermination of Polish Jewry. Save us! ” 


SWISS GOVERNMENT BARS 
DOOR 


** Impossible to Accept Fugitives ” 


Phis week French police along the Swiss fronties 
were SUll hunting for Jews hiding in the woods, 
awatting a chance to cross into Switzerland. Many 
arrests have been made, and the Jews sent to the 
occupied zone Ihe Swiss frontier authorities are 
also trying to stop the continued influx, and occa- 
sionally even open tire on refugees attempting to 
enter but the desperate refugees continue to arrive 
at the frontier, rosking thew lives on danecrous 
paths 

Councillor von Steer, Swiss Minister of Justice. 
told the National Council on Tuesday that he 
estimated that about 100,000 people were trying to 
escape to Switzerland from France. “ It ts impos- 
sible for us to accept them,” he declared. 

Minister von Steiger referred to the emergency 
law of October 17, 1939, by which every person 
clandestinely crossing the frontier was to be expelled. 
For humanitarian reasons, he added, a wide view 
had been taken of the law. But the influx of refugees 
continued and especially trom Holland and Belgium, 
so thal on August 4 the Federal Council decided to 
apply the law fully. The measures resulted im the 
cessation of the arrival of refugees from Holland and 
Belgium, but the number from unoccupied France 
increased. There were days this month, said the 
Minister, when 50 or 60 and even more than 100 
refugees tried to find asylum in Switzerland, 

* In the opinion of the Swiss Government,” said 
the Minister, “ not more than 6,000 to 7,000 emi- 
grants can be sheltered in Switzerland.” [This 
allows a very small margin of new arrivals, since 
there are already, according to the Datty TELEGRAPH, 
about 5,800 emigrants in Swiss internment camps.|] 

Minister von Steiger summartsed the Swiss 
Government's view as follows: The “ right” ol 
asylum is not a right in the juridical sense ; and mass 
entry of refugees represents a danger to inner 
security, Switzerland could hardly be considered 
as a transit country. Counting the refugees im 
Switzerland before the war, the total number was 
now not 5,800, but 9,600. 

But the Dairy TeLeGraru points out that public 
opinion in Switzerland ts strongly in tavour of 
greater concessions to refugees. 


SLOVAKS PROTECT JEWS 


The pro-Nazi press in Slovakia complains that the 
Slovak masses remain friendly to the Jews, and that 
they do not “ appreciate " the Jew-laws passed by 
the puppet Government. Many deportees, they 
declare, have secretly returned to their home towns, 
and the non-Jewish population is friendly to them 
and fails to divulge their presence, 

A warning to the Slovak people to dissociate 
themselves from the puppet Government and from 
its anti-Jewish policy was broadcast from London 
last week by Mer. Machacek, Vice-President of the 
Czechoslovak State Council. *“* Just as it is impos- 
sible to serve simultaneously God and the devil,” he 
said, * so it is impossible to be at the same time a 
good Christian and an anti-Semite.” He added 
that he felt deeply ashamed at the thought of the 
sufferings caused to his Jewish fellow-citizens by 
the bestiality: of the so-called Catholic Slova 
Government. 

Sixteen Catholic, Protestant, and Calvinist priests 
have been tried on charges of giving help to perse- 
cuted Jews and of aiding Jews to evade the restric- 
tions. They were sentenced to imprisonment for 
terms ranging between six and eighteen months. 

The quisling Gardista, of Bratislava, expresses 
horror and dismay that a pro-Jewish booklet by a 


Protestant pastor is allowed to be circulated at 


ecclesiastical meetings.

implore the God of Mercy to take into His keeping 
the souls of all the men, women, and children that 
have been slain in multitudes and with appailing 
cruelties in Nazi-occupied lands. Their prayers will 
be heard. “ The souls of the righteous are in the 
hand of God, and no torment shall touch them. 
They are in peace. Their hope is full of 
immortality.” 

All good men the world over are with us in our 
petition that the God of Compassion stay the hand 
of the Destroyer, and shelter the remnant of Israel 
from the fury of the oppressor, by the speedy 
triumph of the United Nations. Then shall human 
slaughter cease, and the chained nations rise again 
in freedom. 


PROFESSOR BRODETSKY 


Professor Brodetsky, President of the Deputies, 
gave the following broadcast (through a recording) 
on Saturday evening: 

The Nazi war against humanity began with the 
German invasion of Poland in September, 1939: 
but the Nazi war against the Jews was declared in 
1920 and put into execution when Hitler seized 
power in 1933, 

Since then, part of Hitler's plot to trap any land 
into Nazi tyranny has been to spread every possible 
falschood against the Jews; the aim being to per- 
suade the ordinary citizen to sce in the Jew the 
cause of all his troubles, thus provoking civil dis- 
union, which leads to treachery and ends in his 
country’s and his own fall into-Hitler slavery. 

The Nazi assault on Jewry is an attack on 
Judaism's gilt to the world of the ideals of Divine 
unity and human brotherhood. The humane and 
ethical principles which we all share, whether 
Christians or Jews, and upon which human socicty 
must he based if it 1S to endure, Ate denounced as 
a Jewish imposition. upon the world. The sanctity 
of human life and of the human personality, the 
ideals of the freedom and equality of all peoples and 
of all men and women, the dictates of justice, love, 
mercy, and charity, are Jewish tricks to muslead 
humanity... Religion is a Jewish invention: demo- 
cracy is a Jewish conception of society 


The Chief Victim 


The Jewish law “ Love thy neighbour as thyself ” 
is denounced by the Nazis whose aim it is to enslive 
humanity. Who other than the Jew is to be the 
chicf victim of those who desire to destroy the 
Divine sanction of human conduct and to take the 
world back to the force worship of primitive man” 

While the Allied Nations are engagéd in a 
desperate struggle for the foundations otf human 
existence, the Nazi policy has been revealed as one 
of massacre and destruction of peoples. They want 
net only an enslaved world, but also ae empty 
world. free for their occupation and tyranny. But 
the amount of wicked thought and detailed planning 
that the Germans, with their Rumanian, Hungarian, 
Slovak, Bulgarian, and other imitators have devoted 
to destroy Jewish people is beyond all description. 

In the Nazi gehenna in kurope are eight million 
Jews, half of the whole Jewish people. No language 
can recount their sufferings. Hundreds of thousands 
have becn murdered: whole communities of men, 
women, and children are herded together, machine- 
gunned, and those who stil! survive are buried alive. 
Perhaps these are the least unfortunate, One and a 
half million Jews have been crowded into ghettoes: 
against these and all other Jews starvation, discase, 
torture. and murder are let loose every day. Not 
Only in Poland, Russia, and other occupied lands 
are the Nazis destroying the Jewish people, but even 
in Unoccupied France the Vichy Government has 
heaped ruin and humiliation on the Jews, driven 
hundreds to suicide, and handed many thousands 
Over into German hands for a fate that nobody can 
wish to imagine, 


Jewish Volunteers.in the Fighting Forces 


The greatest service to humanity in our day is to 
free the world from the Nazi and Fascist diseases 
Of the eight million Jews who live in the lands of 
the free at least half a million are in the fighting 
line on every front all over the world. Jews 
naturally desire, as special sufferers from Nazism, 
to be special fighters against Nazism, and, above 
all, in the Jewish National Home in Palestine, to 
take their proper place in the struggle against Hitler. 
Conscription is not permissible in mandated terri- 
tory, but many thousands of Palestine Jews have 
volunteered with the British Forces and have shown 
their heroism at Keren and Tobruk, in Libya and 
Egypt. Now that Jewish battalions are being 
-Mobilised, Palestine’s half-million Jews will do more 
than ever to make their land a bulwark of human 
freedom. 

In Britain at least one Jew in every ten is in the 
armed Forces. It is improper for me, as a Jew, to 
Praise what is only their duty, but one ts bound to 
know that they have won numerous honours and 
distinctions both on the battlefield and in the terri- 
fying nights of air attack. 

ews were the first victims of Nazi aggression, 
They believe that when victory is won, wise states- 
manship will deal faithfully with the problem of the 
Jewish survivors from Nazi brutality, and that the 
Peace will ensure equality, liberty, and happiness to 
the unhappiest of all the world’s peoples.

Then, and only then, can the 
Jew speak as one ally to his fellows; and, wher 
the day of reckoning comes, share in the part of 
reconstruction not as a suppliant but as an equal.” 


“FREE ITALIAN” SUPPORT 


Count Carlo Sforza, who was recently elected head 
of the “Free Italian” world movement, has 
declared in Buenos Aires, says a J.T.A. report, that 
he considers the formation of a Jewish Army in the 
Middle East a matter of the “ utmost need and 
great importance.” 

Count Sforza made this statement to a delegation 
of the Argentine Committee for a Jewish Army, 
composed of M. Miguel Elkin, M. Jose Mirelman, 
and M. Amadeo Revere.

Up to that date the Advisory Committee, in 
addition to hearing and reporting upon the original 
objections of detainees against detention orders, had 
reviewed and made reports on 304 persons, recom-

Of the $20 in detention on July 31, 72 were cases 
in which effect had not been given to recommenda- 
tions made by an Advisory Committee, including 42 
persons detained on the ground of their hostile 
origin or associations. 

Up to July 31, 16 persons in whose cases the 
Committee's recommendation was for continued 
detention had been released.

ARABS ASK FOR JEWISH DOCTORS 
Cordial Relations Growing 


When 50 Jewish lecturers in, and teachers of, 
Arabic met in conference recently in Jerusalem 
(writes our correspondent in that city) to discuss 
both method and the general affairs of their pro- 
fession, the proceedings were conducted entirely in 
Arabic. 

Ihe Hebrew press reports that Jewish medical 
practitioners are going to live in Arab towns at the 
request of the local inhabitants. Two Jewish 
doctors have opened clinics in Jenin and Tulkarm ; 
a Jewish woman dentist has gone to live in Beisan, 
in the Jordan Valley, where she has begun practis- 
ing: and a Jewish doctor of Jerusalem visits the 
Arab village of Ain Karim (home of John the 
Baptist, west of Jerusalem) regularly several times 
a week. 

At the recent fifth anniversary celebrations of 
Kvutzat Ein Geb, on the eastern shore of Lake 
Kinneret, the excellent relations with Arab neigh- 
bouring villagers and tribesmen were reflected in 
the large numbers who came to share in the settle- 
ment’s rejoicings. 

In Tel-Aviv, Jewish and Arab importers of hard- 
ware, textile, and haberdashery goods met to con- 
sider the formation of an association to represent 
their interests. | 

Headmen of Arab villages and encampments in 
the vicinity of Petah Tikvah aflixed their signatures 
and thumb-prints to a petition to the Government, 
requesting that a fire engine be given to the town- 
ship's volunteer fire brigade, which was called to 
all neighbouring localities The petition was 
handed to the District Commissioner, Mr. R. E. H. 
Crosbie, during a visit to the Petah Tikvah fire 
Station. 

Ribhi eff. Kamal, a distinguished Arab scholar, 
has lectured in Hebrew to a Jewish audience in 
Jerusalem on “ Islam in Literature.” 


EMERGENCY HOSPITAL OPENED

PALESTINIAN TROOPS 
Inequitable Allowances 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Miss Eleanor Rathbone (Ind., English Univere 
sities) begged the Government to improve allowe 
ances for the members of the Palestinian Army 
when she spoke in the recent debate on service pay 
in the House of Commons. She has followed this 
up by giving notice of two questions which she will 
put to the Under Secretary for the Colonies whea 
the House reassembles. 

One asks “ whether, in view of the fact that the 


cost of living is about equivalent in Palestine and - 


the United Kingdom, and that the present gates of 
separation allowances for the Palestinian forces are 
now only two-thirds of the present British rates, of 
which an increase has been promised, the separation 
allowances for wives and children of men in the 
Palestinian forces will be increased.” 

The other asks “ whether, in view of-the fact that 
there are at present no allowances for dependants 
other than wives and children of the members of 
the Palestinian forces, and that many of the 
Palestinian Jews have parents in Palestine wholly 
dependent on them, and that there is no old-age 
pension system in Palestine, dependants’ allowances 
at British rates will be instituted.” 


The New Battalions 


Miss Rathbone referred in her speech to the 
Government scheme for the creation of fresh 
battalions, some Jewish and some Arab, and said 
it meant in effect that there would be about 10,000 
places for new recruits, of whom the majority would 
certainly be Jews because of the great re | of 
Jews to serve. One of the best characteristics of the 
Jews was their family loyalty, especially to their 
parents. It was cruel to give young and ardent 
Jews the choice of either not offering to join the 
Forces or, if they do so, leaving their elderly parents 
destitute or dependent upon charity. “ You will 


ezct the 10.000 volunteers in Palestine, mostly Jews, 


because of their desperate anxiety to serve, but you 
will not get the best men, because many of the mena 
who are most wanted.in the Palestinian Army— 
technicians, tradesmen, men with a good knowledge 
of the geography of Palestine, and so. on—simply 
dare not serve because they have family responsi- 
bilities. That will not be good for the defence of 
Palestine.”’ 


NO MORE FOR THE NAVY? 


Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency Executive, during his 
stay in Cairo, it 1s reported, raised the question with 
the Commander of the Mediterranean Fleet of 
increasing the number of Palestinian Jews serving in 
the Royal Navy. 

It is understood (says the J.T.A.) that on the 
strength of the reply received by Mr. Shertok. the 
recruiiment of Palestinians for the Royal Navy is 
to be discontinued for the time being.

WAR-TIME INDUSTRY 
Exhibition at Tel-Aviv. 


Wonderful achievements have been attained by 
Palestinian industry as a result of an amazing 
amount of skill, energy, and enterprise devoted to 
it by manufacturers and workers, Sir Harold 
MacMichacl, High Commissioner of Palestine, said 
when declaring open the “ Industrial Newcomers in 
War-Time " exhibition in Tel-Aviv recently. 

The High Commissioner promised that the 
Palestine Government would continue to render the 
uimost assistance to the country’s industry. 

Mr. Arich Shenkar, President of the Jewish 
Industrialists’ Association, said that they had great 
satisfaction in being able to open the second exhibi- 
tion in war-time in spite of considerable difficulties. 
“ Although our country is small and poor,” 
continued, “ we are the pioneers of industry in the 
whole Middle East, and are assisting with our small 
achievements Great Britain and the Allies in win- 
ning the war. Palestinian industry puts itself unre- 
servedly at the disposal of the Allics in a desire to 
help them to achieve their noble aims.” , 

About 2,000 exhibits are on show. It was stated 
at the opening that an aggregate capital of 
£16,000,000 is now invested in Palestinian industrial 
establishments. 


TRAINING SCHEME FOR WORKERS 


Preparations are being made, reports Palcor from 
Jerusalem, to train 2,000 Jewish workers annually 
for all trades essential to the war effort. The 
arrangements, which have the support of the 
Palestine Government, are being sponsored by the 
Jewish Agency in co-operation with the various 
workers’ organisations and the Manufacturers’ 
Association, 

The Government, having accepted the plan, has 
allocated the necessary funds for the training 
scheme. The Jewish Agency has also submitted to 
the Government an additional scheme for utilising 
the Yishuv’s man-power for war needs, with special 
reference to women and youths under military age. 


JEWISH A.T.S. EARN HIGH PRAISE 


The inclusion of names of Palestinian troops 
among the awards of mentions in dispatches 
aroused the keenest satisfaction locally (writes Our 
Jerusalem correspondent), 

The newly formed Solel Bonch engineers’ unit, 
which has just left for service with. the Royal 
Engineers, consists of 165 highly skilled specialists 
and technicians.

THE MIRACLE OF REVIVAL 


Dr. Maclean on Yishuv’s 
Contribution 


“ There is no work on the face of the carth to-day 
for human uplifting and amelioration that can be 
compared to the work of the Zionists in Palestine, 
declared .the Very Rev. Dr. Norman Maclean, 
former Moderator of the General Assembly of the 
Church of Scotland, who was the guest of honour 
at a reception held by the Maida Vale and St. John's 
Wood J.N.F. Commission at the Dorchester Hotel 
last week. Mr. Aaron Wright was in the char. 

On his first visit to Palestine in 1923, said Dr. 
Maclean, he had been shown by Colonel Kisch a new 
settlement ten miles from Jerusalem and so barren 
and sterile had the place been that he had thought 
the whole thing hopeless and crucl. But. eighteen 
years later he visited the place and found the whole 
valley had been transformed into a garden of the 
Lord. He could not imagine a miracle which could 
ee compared to that. And that was being donc all 

ver Palestine. It was a wonderful thing to see a 
race being new born. 

But it was not only for the sake of the Jews that 
they must support the Zionist Movement but also 
as citizens of the British Empire. A man who had 
prepared the blue-prints of all Hitler's campaigns 
said not long ago, * The downfall of Palestine must 
be the prelude to the disintegration of the hegemony 
of the Anglo-Saxon race.” That was what cvery 
German who ts inthe schemes of Hitler was aiming 
at—the downfail of the Holy Land. For that reason 
the British Empire required there in the centre of 
the world a race on whom they could depend, who 
were united with them by the same sell-interests. 


Benefiting All Humanity 


Another reason for supporting Zionism was that 
it Was not merely a policy to benefit the Jews or help 
the British Empire. It was a policy to benefit the 
whole of humanity. There was being carried on in 
Palestine an experiment which actually turned sand 
into gold, sterility into fertility, and if that experi- 
ment was allowed to go on to its fruition the whole 
of the fringes of Africa would be resurrected. 

Every race brought its own contribution to the 
grcat family of humanity. Hitler had said that this 
particular race must be destroyed, the race that had 
enriched humanity as no other had, and if he thought 
he had nothing to reckon with But the tears of his 
victims he was deluding himself to his own destruc- 
tion, for he had to reckon with the judgment of the 
living God. 

Mr. Aaron Wright. in opening the reception, 
explained that it was beimg held in connection with 
the Palestine Solidarity Campaign of the J.N.F. 

Colonel Victor Cazalet, M.P., said that what had 
been achieved by the Jews in Palestine was one of 
the wonders of our generation. That great cxperi- 
ment was in danger to-day. War might come to 
Palestine from the north, south, or west, and what 
they were asking to-day was that the Jews in Pales- 
tine should be allowed to make their contribution 
towards self-defence of their own homeland. He 
maintained that the contribution of the Jews could. 
and would, in the defence of Palestine, be not only 
a defence of their homeland but a real contribution 
to the Allied cause 

“In that victory which will crown our efforts,” 
concluded Colonel Cazalet, ** not the least important 
part of it will be the establishment of an independent 
and free Jewish National Home in Palestine beyond 
all question and for all times.’ 


Hitler's Aim 


Mr. H. R. Knickerbocker, the well-known 
American journaligt and author of the “ Fighting 
Jew,” said he did not need to emphasise that the 
Jews were more interested in the outcome of the war 
than any other group of people. He had lived in 
Germany for cight years and was personally 
acquainted with Hither, who had always made it 
clear that he meant to exterminate physically the 
Jewish people. 

Hitler had deprived himself and his nation of the 
talents of the Jews. During the time of the first 
persecutions a parallel had been drawn between the 
decline of Spain after the expulsion of the Jews 
and the decline of Germany after the persecutions, 
But these talents hal been released on the side of 
righteousness and with them plus the might of 
Great Britain and the U.S.A, there was absolutely 
no question that the Jewish people and all. people 
who loved liberty would come into their own again.

Henrietta Irwell Memorial Scheme 
Launched 


The Henrietta Irwell Memorial scheme for the 
establishment of a Girls’ Polytechnic at Haifa was 
launched by Mrs. L. M. Sietf at an “ At Home ” 
which was given last week by Mrs. Harry Sacher at 
her residence at 37, Grosvenor Square, W.1, with 
Mrs. J. Hodess in the chair. 

They were apt to look at Palestine, said Mrs. 
Sicff, rather from a romantic point of view, and 
to forgct that a section of the Yishuv came from 
such places as the Yemen and Persie and other

Mrs. Sicff described the educational work the 
Wizo had already carried out. The virtual cessation 
of immigration, she said, gave them an opportunity 
once more to put the question of the technical and 
professional tramimneg of the girls mostly in the towns 
on a proper basis. They had the building as well as 
the trained personnel. 

The late Mrs. Irwell was particularly concerned 


with this aspect of training for young girls, went on 
the speaker.

Jews and Jcewesses from the Third Reich and Naztr- 
dominated countries who are not fit for forced 
labour. Only about 21,000 Jews now remain in 
Prague. A year ago the city’s Jewish population 
was 58,000. Three years ago.it was 72,000. The 
pro-Nazi ViLaika now expresses the hope that by 
the end of December Prague will be “ judenrein.”’ 

Among recent deportees to Terezin ts Jacob Edel- 
stein, former head of the Palestine Emigration 
Ollice in Prague, who has been ordered by the Nazis 
to assume the post of Chairman of the Ghetto 
Council. The population of- the ghetto ts rapidly 
approaching 80,000. Several thousands of the Jews 
are being kept in underground dungeons. 


The first list of almost 1,000 names of Czecho- 
slovak Jews who have arrived in Poland has been 
received by the Federation of Czechoslovakian 
Jews in London. The majority of the deportees are 
in a concentration camp at Lubartow, near Lublin. 
and their position is a-desperate one. The list ts 
available at the office of the Federation of Czecho- 
slovakian Jews, $3, Queen's Drive, London, N.4, 
to which inquiries should be sent (stamped addr@sed 
envelope to be enclosed). 


MEXICO AND CUBA BAR ALIENS 


President Camacho of Mexico has signed a decree 
revoking the citizenship of all persons born in 
Germany and in countries affiliated with the Axis 
Powers. The Jewish Central Committee in 
Mexico is making an effort to secure exemptions 
for Jews who emigrated trom those countries, 

The suspension of all authorisations for visas 
issued to applicants in Europe ts announced by 
Dr. Jose A Martinez, Cuban Minister of State. 

The order, which will come as a blow to many 
refugees in Europe who were hoping to emigrate to 
Cuba, also provides for the suspension of all 
applications for Cuban citizenship.

SAVED FROM THE UKRAINE 
Jewish Evacuees in Bashkir 


The first report of how thousands of Jewish 
families who were evacuated from the Ukraine and 
the Minsk district to the Ural Republic of Bashkir 
have adjusted themselves to life and work there was 
given to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency by 
Abdul Achmetoff, Bashkirian Vice-Commissar tor 
Agriculture 

* Masses of evacuated Jews are now engaged in 
helping the collective settlements throughout 
Bashkir.” he said. +“ They are working in the ficlds 
side bv side with Bashkirs, and doing excellent 
work. ihe local population ts very much m- 
pressed with the devotion which the Jews display in 
their work.” 

The Jewish autonomous region of Biro-Bidjan 
has underwritten 20,000,000 roubles of the 1942 
State Loan, and contributed 7,000,000 roubles in 
cash to the Soviet Defence Fund, undertaking to 
contribute an additional 11,000,000 roubles Iwo 
million roubles have been contributed to the Jewish 
Fund to supply 1,000 tanks and S00 bombers to the 
Soviet Government To those contributions can 
be added the hundreds of thousands of tons of 
products sent from Biro-Bidjan to European 
Russia, and tens of thousands of gifts sent to the 
Soviet torces 

In addition to this aid, the Jews in Biro-Bidjan 
are engaged in preparing fighting reserves for the 
Red Army, and in carrying out large-scale agricul- 
tural work. The harvest this year in Biro-Bidian 
is expected to be the richest in the region's history 

At a Jewish meeting held in Tashkent, Uzbekistan. 
where great numbers of Jews now live. a sum of 
20.000 roubles has been subscribed on the spot for 
the Jewish Fund for the supply of tanks and 
bombers to the Soviet Government. At a meeting 
ol the Jews of the Kaganovitth collective farm. near 
Saumark ind, it was decided to raise 130.000 roubles 
for the Fund Ihe Jewish farmers there have also 
supplicd horses and food products to the Army. and 
have sent many gifts to the Soevict Forces. _

A sensational military trial has taken place at

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DR. HERTZ’S 70th BIRTHDAY 


JEWS throughout the British Empire and beyond will join 
to-day in offering respectful felicitations to the Chief Rabbi 
of the United Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire 
—to use his statutory titlhe—on the occasion of his seven- 
ticth birthday. Nearly thirty years of his life have been 
devoted to the discharge of the difficult and onerous 
duties of that sacred office, and the good wishes which so 
many will desire to express will follow upon a solemn sense 
of thankfulness to Almighty God who has granted him 
life and strength, and thereby afforded to British Jewry 
his spiritual guidance through those years of tragedy and 
unprecedented anxiety in Israel—who has girded him with 
wisdom and knowledge, with strength and with fear of 
the Lord. 

Dr. Hertz spent little time in the years before his 
assumption’ of the Chief Rabbinate in_ these islands. 
Nevertheless, to those who observed closely the procession 
of personalities and events in Israel the name of Joseph 
Herman Hertz, even thirty years ago, had come to stand 
for a robust Jewishness, a combination of traditional 
scholarship -with a sane and active appreciation of modern 
circumstances and problems, and a fine fighting spirit 
that never shirked the battle when the cause was God and 
His people Israel. Yet because to the majority in this 
country he practically came to it as already Chief Rabbi, 
their thoughts of him to-day, though the occasion is in 
fact primarily personal to him, are bound to find the man 
and the office more inseparable than had he been a familiar 
figure before his translation. 

A few days before Passover 5673 (1913), what were 
described at the time as “ trumpet notes such as have not 
disturbed the communal complaisancy for many a year ” 
were sounded. Dr. Hertz delivered his inaugural sermon 
at the Great Synagogue in the presence of the leaders of 
Anglo-Jewry, lay and clerical. Based upon those resound- 
ing verses of Malachi with which the Hebrew Bible closes, 
it was an utterance of stirring vigour and prophetic 
wisdom. To read it after all these years is to behold 
in striking vividness the eternal truths upon which the 
eternal faith of Israel is based. “ Remember the law of 
Moses my servant... These words of Malachi were 
the leitmotiv of the whole of that outstanding address. 
Dr. Hertz could conceive of no greater tribute to the success 
of his many years of office than for his flock to be able 
to confirm, as they can, that it has been the basic ideal from 
which he has never swerved through all the hazards 
and struggles which the sustenance of his sacred charge 
have involved. It is this staunch and unswerving loyalty, 
the sheer wisdom of which must have been confirmed 
repeatedly by his acute observation of the cavalcade of 
events, which has pre-eminently characterised his pastoral 
career; and it was this which made the words and warnings, 
the estimates of future happenings, dangers, and oppor- 
tunities, the analysis of the Jewish position contained in 
that sermon so astonishingly prophetic, as we can realise 
thirty years after. It is an instruction of its own to 
search through THe Jewish CHRONICLE files of that period 
and compare the utterances of certain Jewish leaders of 
the time, some of them men of much distinction, whose 
yearning was so aptly described as always “new lamps 
for old "—to compare their estimates of the future, refuted 
as they haVe been until they read to-day as the crackling 
of thorns beneath the pot, with the simple Torah-founded 


truths of that inaugural sermon. Truly the fear of the — 


Lord is the beginning of wisdom. 

The years and the use to which the Chief Rabbi has put 
them have shown to all who have eyes to see the founda- 
tional importance of the Chief Rabbinate to .the Jewries 
of the British Empire. The office, in its reliance for its 
influence almost entirely upgn the power of the respect 
which its incumbent's persofality can command, and the 
absence of any of those secular authoritarian privileges 
which have marked high ecclesiastical posts elsewhere, is 
in perfect harmony with British feeling and with the 
best Rabbinic tradition. The influence of the Chief Rabbi 
rests in his individual qualities; his office is an oppor- 
tunity for us all to impose, through appreciation of the 
man who worthily upholds it, a self-respecting discipline 
upon ourselves, expressed in a dutiful and reverent loyalty 
to his leadership, a decent recognition of his wisdom and 
scholarship, and an adult realisation tht the man whom 
our predecessors in their sound good sense chose as the 
custodian of our spiritual welfare is no complaisant char- 
latan who can pretend to conjure the approval of God's 
Laws upon the vagaries of the self-opinionated and the 
whims of the ignorant, The truth of this is widely appre- 
ciated, if not intellectually apprehended amongst the 
humbler members of his flock—far more widely than is 
often supposed. | 

But it would be an ill-founded appreciation of Dr. Hertz 


which, while stressing his devotion to the old and true 
paths, failed to stress his ever watchful alertness towards 
the changes and developments of the times. Because he has 
faithfully defended eternal principles against those who 
cannot discern between the everlasting and the ephemeral, 
that is not to rank him among those unintelligent devotees 
of masterly inactivity who indiscriminately cling to the old 
in preference to the new just because it is old, who preler 
to stand cowardly still when the very voice of God com- 
mands advance. 

Seventy years of vigorous and active life cannot fail to 
have taken their toll of the strength and energies of one 
who has never stinted to devote them to his cherished 
duties. The more should we, his beneficiaries through the 
years, help him to husband those energies, more valuable 
now than ever from the mellow wisdom of long and wide 
experience. And those whose vanity or ambition should 
lead them to tax his strength and weary his soul with the 
clamour of their demands or the devices of frustration 
would do a very ill service not only to themselves but much 
more to the Community of their fellow-Jews. 

This is not the occasion, and we all of us hope and pray 
that that time is far removed, upon which to enumerate 
the many activities, in the world of literature and scholar- 
ship, in the affairs of Jewry, in the counsels of the Com- 
munity, and in the welfare of the truly great Empire 
which is his see, wherein Dr. Hertz has served the cause 
of righteousness with sound ability and often with 
brilliance. It is rather an occasion on which every member 
of his flock should turn to himself and ask: “Have | 
appreciated the service of this man? Have I sought to be 
worthy of his wise guidance and devoted thought? ~ For 
the Chief Rabbinate, a bastion in the structure of Anglo- 
Jewry, depends ultimately on the worthiness of the Congre- 
gation it serves, and in that thought Anglo-Jewry can take 
pride as well as joy in Dr. Hertz’s seventieth birthday 
this day. 


SUCCOT 


THts evening ushers in one of the most beautiful of the 
Festivals, the thanksgiving for the ingathering of the harvest, 
which ts also the occasion for Israel to recall the days when, 
preparing and strengthening and purifying themselves for entry 
upon their holy mission of nationhood, they dwelt for forty 
years in booths in the wilderness. Recent developments in the 
history of the Jewish people and their association with their God- 
given homeland have added something of urgency to the message 
of this tranquil celebration, with its reminder of God's 
bounteousness and of the plenty and happiness which only man’s 
wickedness deprives him of enjoying. As we sit beneath our 
frail bowers, alas not to-day hung richly with the fruit of God's 
good earth, our minds turn to the urgency of many preparations 
for great duties ahead; for promised lands to be entered—and 
deserved. The period of Tabernacles, let us not forget, was the 
period of preparation, based on thankfulness to the Almighty 
whose blessings are lavishly bestowed upon mankind if they 
have but the virtue to accept them. 


NAZIS’ EXTERMINATION PLAN 


THE past four months have seen a tragic worsening of the 
condition of Jews in Nazi or Nazi-controlled lands until their 
torture has reached a degree which has horrified the civilised 
world and wrung indignant protest and furious denunciation 
from leaders of thought and religion throughout civilised 
humanity. To catalogue the foul and unspeakable cruelties 
which have been inflicted by the Germans upon hundreds 
of thousands of our people would be a nauseating and 
exasperating repetition of brutalities with the numbers of the 
victims writ larger and ever larger. The meanness and con- 
temptible cowardice of the Nazi mind is immortally symbolised 
for the execration of posterity in the order of the Nazis’ 
lickspittle, Laval, separating all Jewish children over three 
from their parents when casting both to the Nazi wolves. 
Everything points to a planned and deliberate increase in the 
pace of that process of Jewish extermination so long ago 
and so often proclaimed as a principle of Nazi policy. Last 
Friday a truly pathetic light on the condition of the Jews in the 
Reich itself was shed by a long quotation by the Bishop of 
Chichester in THe Times from a letter from a Jewish middle- 
aged mother still in Germany, which reached. her daughter in 
England “by a special route.” The Bishop called attention 
to two particular features of the latest Nazi extermination 
tactics, indicated by the letter which he quoted, “ the secrecy 
and the ruthlessness.” The first is admittedly something of a 
change, if not the second, 4 


WHY ? 

Tuts increased tempo of Jew-mygder was referred to in a 
recent article in the CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR, one of the 
leading daily papers in the United States, and a journal of 
international repute. 

“ Developments of the past few months make it difficult to 
escape the conviction that the Nazis are endeavouring to 
exterminate the Jews of Europe in the shortest possible time,” 
says the writer. “ Their attempt to annihilate an all but 
impotent enemy when they still have powerful foes with which 
to contend, both in the East and in the West, is typical of 
Nazism’s brutal and ruthless character.” 

Brutality and ruthlessness, basic factors as they are in the Nazi 
make-up, do not altogether account for the German decision 
on this line of action. Nor do the further solutions offered by 
the American paper, the need of scapegoats to justify the 
increased burden of the German people, the expression of 
Nazi fury at the resistance of the conquered peoples, and the 
fear of the presence of Jews in Germany when the Nazi 
structure begins to crack. No doubt all these considerations 
have weighed, but equally doubtless there were others which 
have been of more importance as being ultimately more pro- 
fitable. . 


A LITTLE “ RE-INSURANCE ” 


Tue obtuse Hun is slowly waking up to the fact that such 
an “imponderable ~ as the accumulating hatred of the con- 
quered peoples can reach dimensions where it can speak in 
terms of war potential. Furthermore, at this stage of the 
struggle, when Nazi leaders are noticeably beginning to think 
about 1918—even though it is only to declare a repetition of 
that debacle impossible—they may well consider that the 
spectacle of a people, the Jewish people, everywhere treated 
considerably worse than the majority of citizens of the con- 
quered lands may lead those majorities to regard at present and 
to remember subsequently with less bitterness their own 
sufferings, all things in human experience being so deeply 
affected by comparison. Thus a little present profit and possibly 
a very important piece of future “reimsurance,” to use another 
of Bismarck’s terms, may be secured by the unprecedented 
extension of Jewish persecution. 


FIFTH COLUMN AND “LAVALISM” 


THESE points might well be borne in mind tn certain quarters 
in this country by people who apparently have always been 
supplied with plenty of money to propagate the slander that 
Jews by their alleged behaviour in one Nazi-conquered country 
or another have incurred such local dislike as to make numbers 
of their fellow-citizens wilhing to collaborate in the Nazis’ filthy 
work. This sort of mischief, as might be expected, comes most 
repeatedly from a little coterie here which has consistently 
supported Laval’s “ Latin bloc” policy, a political conception 
which years ago was rejected as a fake by all but the stupid 
or the corrupt. Now the attitude of these particularly slimy 
Jew-slanderers is plain to understand. “ Lavalism”™ is the 
kev to the puzzle—and very likely a hint as to the main 
reason for the bestial orgy of. Jew-murder which the Nazis 
are indulging ever more pitilessly. The only satisfaction in 
this grim and ghastly process is that it indicates the awareness, 
both among the Nazis and their Fifth-column friends celse- 
Where, that the first shadows of Nazi defeat have been seen 
by them in the distance. But if this Nazi trick of securing post- 
war shelter at the*expense of the Jew should be allowed to 
succeed it will quite obviously and very seriously menace the 
chances of the United Nations of “ winning the peace.” 


JEWISH CHAPLAINCY 


Art this time of the year, by reason of Holy-day leave and 
the civilian hospitality extended to overseas Jewish troops— 
a welcome tribute to which appears in this issue from the 
Hon. Secretary of the War-Services Committee and from the 
American Jewish Chaplain, Lieut. Earl Stone—there are 
exceptional opportunities and occasions for discussions on 
the specifically Jewish services to the troops. Principal among 
these, of course, is the Jewish Chaplaincy. Let it be said at 
once that any fair judgment of this service as a whole cannot 
but allot it a very considerable measure of praise. Criticism, 
we all know, has been and will continue to be keen, the more 
keenly the value of Jewish Chaplaincy is appreciated, and from 
this point of view it must be—and we are sure it is—welcome 
in the responsible quarters. There are many difficulties beset- 
ting the Jewish Chaplaincy which do not affect the similar 
service for the dominant faiths—the wide scattering of the 
men and the consequent grave problems of transport which 
this involves is but one of them. It is not always easy to 
bring this home to the Jewish soldier who suffers as a result— 
the lonely soul at some remote searchlight station or a back- 
of-beyond training depot for some of the weird and wild sur- 
prises in store for the enemy. To him it only appears that 
the C. of E. and R.C. and N.C. padres manage to get there 
sometimes, but a Jewish Chaplain never. He is not to know 
the tireless efforts which the Senior Jewish Chaplain and his 
staff are continually making to locate him, keep track of him, 
and visit him. Naturally they must often fail, but in sustaining 
the burden of their task they should know that they have 
the goodwill and moral support of the whole community behind 
them and indeed of the general British public, who are always 
particularly responsive on this point. This should help to 
strengthen them in their struggles against difficulties both 
natural and man-made; and they can be sure that official circles 
will not look unappreciatively at zeal in such work even 
though it incurs the risk in the zealous one of appearing— 


particularly in his own eyes—importunate.

MR. LEON RU 


The death occurred last week of Mr. Leon Rueff, 
who was Treasurer of the London Jewish Hospital. 
Among other communal associations, he took a 
keen interest in encouraging young musicians and 
artists and was connected with the Education Aid 
Society. 

Mr. Rueff was a partner in the firm of Seligman 
— His only son was recently killed in the Middle 

ast. 


MR. JACQUES BUCHENHOLTZ (Buenos 
Aires), aged 47, was one of the founders of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. He was a native of 
Antwerp. 


MR. FLIEZER JAFFE (Nahalal), aged 54, was 
one of the founders of Nahalal and wae Preenesty 
associated with the Hapoel Hatzair. He helped to 
build up the Moshav (co-Operative smallholders 
settlement) movement. Mr. Jaffe went to Palestine 
in 1911 from America. 


DR. NESSIM J. OVADIA (New York), aged §2, 
was formerly Chief Rabbi of the Sefardic Com- 
munity of Paris. He was born in Adrianople, 
Turkey. Dr. Ovadia was Chief Rabbi of the Vienna 
Scfardi Community before going to Paris in 1935: 
He left the French capital. with his wife the day 
before the Germans entered, in June, 1940, and 
after eluding the Gestapo, arrived in New York 
with other refugees on the Portuguese liner Serpa 
Pinto in March, 1941. He helped to organise the 
Central Sefardi Jewish Community of America 
and was Chief Rabbi of its two New York con- 
gregations. Dr. Ovadia leaves a widow and two 
sons. 


MR. SAMUEL SEGAL (New York), aged 57, was 
a well-known Labour Zionist leader. He was one 
of the founders of the Poale Zion movement 
in the United States and of the Jewish National 
Workers’ Alliance. 


MRS, SARA UZIEL (Jerusalem), aged 85, Was 
the mother of Chief Rabbi Ben-Zion Uziel and the 
widow of Rabbi Joseph Raphac! Uzicl. Chief Rabbi 
of Jerusalem.

MANCHESTER AND THE 
HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


Many members of the Manchester University 
Faculties attended a luncheon of the Farm City 
Association held at the Assembly Rooms, Chect- 
ham, last week, to hear Professor Norman Bentwich, 
O.B.E., speak on “ The Progress of the Hebrew 
University.’ Councillor A. Moss presided. 

To the Jews of Palestine, said Prof. Bentwich, the 
University was the very centre and crown of ther 
intellectual and spiritual life. For there was some- 
thing of the Ruach Hakodesh in the air and spirit 
of Mount Scopus. Last year there had been 1,250 
undergraduate and about 100 research students. 
Ihis year the numbers had dropped to half because 
a large number of the students had gone into the 
Services, and to-day only students unfit for military 
service were being accepted 

The speaker called the University the miost im- 
portant mstitution in Jewish life to«lay. When the 
lamps of learning were being extinguished im so 
many parts of the world, it was holy work to con- 
tinue learning and study as it was being carried on 
in the Hebrew University. As a result of the 
barbarous caile from Germany, many scientists had 
been able in Jerusalem to do work for science and 
scholarship more productive and more significant 
than they could have done in their European homes 

for there was something m the very aw Of 
Palestine which encouraged creative work. 

Referring to Manchester's connection with the 
University, Prof. Bentwich observed that Dr. 
Weizmann had done much of the pronecr work for 
the University when he was a member of the faculty 


ot the Manchester University: that the present 
Rector of the University was Prof. Leon Roth, 
formerly of the Manchester University: and that

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


REAPING IN JOY 


“ They that sow in tears shall reap in joy. He 
that goeth forth weeping, bearing precious seed, 
shall surely come again with rejoicing, bringing 
his sheaves with him.’—Psalm 126. 


Trin lovely words are taken from the little 


Psalm sung by our people the world over as 

a prelude to the Sabbath grace after meals. 

Hazzorim bedimmah berinnah  yikisoru. 
Haloch yelech uvacho, nose meshech hazzara, bo 
vavo berinnah, nose alumotay. How many think, 
when they sing these words, of their sense, their 
beauty, their appeal? How blessed is their message 
at this season, and perhaps especially this year! 

Most moving is the way in which the Jewish mind 
has always clung to the belicf that “ weeping may 
endure for a night, but joy cometh in the morning.” 
Most stirring ts the old and obstinate refusal of 
the Jew to despair, whatever befall him. He spurns 
the cynicism which regards “ rejoicing” as an 
caceptional circumstance and “ weeping as the 
more normal lot of man. “ They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy.” What a preture these words 
present to us: the ageless husbandman stalking in 
cold and rain over the ficlds, scattering his seed; 
his mind spanning the months of anxious waiting 
ull the sun shines again, away over the long-disfant 
summer, till the days of golden harvest come round 
again, till the corn is gathered and the sheaves 
brought home. To him it would be the time of 
gladness and rehef and thanksgiving; and it was 
this tute which was the cradle of all religion. 

In Bible times there was already more than a 
rudimentary knowledge of the crops and the laws 
that govern them. The marvellous sequence of 
ecd-time and harvest was looked upon as a revcla- 
tion of God: and this revelation was held to be true 
of the spiritual as well as of the physical lite of 
man, “ kor as the rain cometh down and the snow 
from heaven and watereth the carth and maketh 
it bring forth and bud, that it may give seed to the 
cower and bread to the cater: so shall my word be 
that goeth forth out of my mouth. Ht shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accomplish that which I 
pleasc, and it shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sentit.” As it is with the soil, so is nt with the soul 
of man. “ The grass withereth, the flower tadeth, 
but the word of our God standeth for ever.” 


great prophet Isaiah saw that in the wither- 
ing grass and the fading flower the laws of 
nature were fulfilled: and that it is for man to dis- 
cern the accomplishment of God's will in his own 
destiny-—olten so tragic and so bitter, It 1s casy to 
draw parallels between events and processes in the 
physical world and those that obtain in the spiritual 
life of man. The great writers of Isracl showed 
mankind how to do this as u had never been done 
before. But to speak of the same laws governing 
both is a different matter. We see what 1s called 
cvoluuion in the world of nature. Does ut ernst in 
the spirit of man? Hi so, what 1s the true place of 
revelation, the belief in which is based upon visions 


and spiritual achievements apparently unrelated to 
the normal course of life? ‘ithout attempting te 
answer these most difficult questions, we do know, 
at least, that what we recognise as natural processes 
do _cxist in man’s spiritual life. 

¢ prophets actually saw spiritual processes at 
work in the life of nature, They thought in particu- 
lar of the harvest as pointing to confidence and 
therefore joy in man's homage and obedience to 
God and his law. To them it was not merely man 
who was glad, it was nature herself that rejoiced 
in its creator. ‘* The mountains shall break forth 
into singing and all the trees of the ficld shall clap 
their hands (Isaiah, ch. Iv), s not Job reflect 
the same glorious thought when he speaks of the 
time “when the morning stars sang together “’? 
If the forces of nature rejoiced in God, it is surely 
natural that man should see in gladness of heart 
one of the eternal ways of worshipping him, a 
disposition of the mind and the soul which must 
never be neglected or despised. 


) sow in tears had a natural consequence for 

man: reaping'in joy. The harvest is fulfilment; 
the ingathering is itself rejoicing, We need not look 
at the parallel too closely or examine too deeply the 
consonance between the spiritual and the natural 
world. But the everlasting truth that “ joy cometh 
in the morning,” that the sower “ shall come again 
with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him,” 
seemed to the great teachers of Isracl a Divine 
ordinance. In their philosophy it conformed to 
a law of justice, of compensation, of cause and 
cfiect-—call it what we will. They believed it to be 
in the nature of things. The coming down of the 
rain and the snow has its purpose: it cannot 
return except itt watereth the carth and 
maketh it bring forth and bud.” In the life of man's 
spirit, nis in truth God who ordains all things, and 
fashions the design of the path he treads. Jeremiah 
recognised the fact long ago: * O Lord, I know that 
mans way is not his own; it is not in man to direct 
his steps.’ 

To the Jew this great fundamental truth brings 
no oppressive sense of compulsion or bondage. 
Within limits his soul is still free. He will have 
naught of mechanical theories of life. To the real 
Jew materialism ts an ugly lic. God is behind all 
things. His justice is merciful: his punishment is 
loving. Therefore ts the Jew taught to rejoice. He 
is to be glad in God's world, to know comfort and 
to tind security im his laws, whether of nature, or 
of human relationships, or of the spiritual life. 
Not only is i fitting, but it is natural that, as the 
final act of homage, during the Jewish festival year, 
comes the “ Rejoicing in the Law.” 

So let the Jew at this season remember to thank 
God also tor a very special blessing, a consequence 
of this attitude towards life: his sense of humour. 
lt is born of his long training im the service of God 
and of man. tt comes of that sense of balance 
and proportion which has kept him sane in a world 
gone mad, and has preserved his gladness of heart 
in the tace of tragedy. For he is conscious, behind 
the grim realities of this carthly life, of a wise and 
loving God into whose hands he commits his body 
and his sprit: and who made happiness, not the 
result of wealth or security or freedom trom care, 
but the sure consequence of clean hands, pure 
heart, and undying tarth,

An exceptionally large muster of members of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club were present last week for 
the lecture by Sir Richard Acland, M.P. for Barn- 
staple, on “ The politically effective answer to anti- 
Semitism,”’ with Professor S. Brodetsky in the chair. 

Sir Richard recently announced that he was leav- 
ing the Liberal Party. He is a Vice-Chairman of 
the new Common Wealth party. 

Professor Brodetsky recalled meeting Sir Richard 
at a gathering of the Committee which was known 
until recently as the 1941 Committee, and they had 
met on a number of occasions. He had a deep 
admiration for Sir Richard’s approach to all human 

roblems. That of anti-Semitism, he added, was 
argecly a non-Jewish problem. How was it that 
non-Jews had acquired this peculiar mentality? 
How was it that anti-Semitism could be used as 
effective political means, not only of attacking the 
Jewish people, but of destroying the safety of the 
civilised world? 

Sir Richard Acland said there were really two 
problems: a Jewish problem—what was humanity 
going to do in relation to the aspirations of 
hundreds of thousands of Jews to live in an effective 
Jewish home in Palestine? The other was a Gentile 
problem: how were they going to prevent most 
Gentiles from being, if they would not mind his 
saying, “ bloody fools about the Jews, and how 
were they going to prevent some of them from being 
“ bloody swines”’ about the Jews. 

Unless the latter problem was solved, they would 
not gct a Jewish home: and it would be extremely 
= to get*the kind of England they ought to 

ve. 


The “ Gentile Problem ” 


Sir Richard gave an example of an experience he 
had had while serving in the Army to prove that 
apologetics for the Jew were useless in convincing 
the ordinary man of the falseness of anti-Semitic 
views. What was cffective, on the other hand, was 
to show that anti-Semitism was the weapon used by 
sinister elements who were secking to hold up the 
march of progress. 

He then developed the programme of Common 
Wealth, and said that without the common owner- 
ship of the means of production it was impossible 
for man to live according to his true nature. He did 
not say that common ownership would automatic- 
ally turn them into saints. There had to be a mutual 
mission of the British people to the British people, 
a mission which would be carried out in part in the 
churches, schools, the radio, cinemas, and by leaf- 
lets to bring home this lesson that the only way to 
live happy lives as human beings and to realise 
their essential humanity was that they should all 
work not for themselves first, but first to serve the 
common cause. 

As for the Common Wealth policy in relation to 
the Jewish question, he could not answer that, 
because they had been in existence only for seven 
weeks. When the war was over, let such problems 
be stated to the United Nations and let them see 
where they found those solutions based on the 
principles which they should be fichting for. 

Professor Brodetsky said that Jews had for many 
years been taught by English thinkers to accept their 
view of the economic life and the world and the 
Jewish problem would be solved. They were told 


that in the 19th century by the Liberals, and later 
by the Socialists, and now the Communists told 
them cxactly how to solve the Jewish problem— 
by solving the world problem in a particular way. 
* We Jews,” he commented, “ have acquired a very 
considerable measure of scepticism in regard to 
such a process." He asked whether the Jews should 
tie themselves down to a certain economic system 
in order that they shall help to solve the Jewish 
problem, and whether the economic system that Sir 
Richard had described was the one that the world 
ought to adopt. 

In replying to the discussion, Sir Richard said 
that he had not put before them any economics at 
all. He had put before them arguments resting 
solely on morals and sociology. He had not, 
he declared, been offering an economic solution 
of world affairs as being the only thing by which 
the Jewish problem could be solved. He did believe 
that anti-Semitism was a danger absolutely infierent 
in every privileged system, because the privileged 
people would always use it to deflect public anger 
from themselves. But an unprivileged socicty 
was a society in which anti-Semitism could 
obliterated. The case of Russia showed that anti- 
Semitism there had been extinguished. But he was 
not offering that to them as a solution of the Jewish 
problem. It was only a solution of the Gentile 
problem. It was rather a drastic solution of the 
anti-Semitic problem. To his mind, the solution 
of the Jewish problem required quite essentially 
the establishment of some form of a Jewish home 
in Palestine.

Applications for Permits to Work: Trade Unions; 
and Civil Defence Work.

KEEN A.J.Y. CLUBS 


The report of the Association for Jewish Youth 
for 1941-42, which was adopted at the annual mect- 
ing held recently, records not only that membership, 
in many cases, has increased considerably, but also 
that there is an intensified spirit of enthusiasm and 
loyalty shown by the boys and girls everywhere 
in the clubs. ; 

The establishment by many of the boys’ clubs of 
cadet units, generally conducted under the auspices 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, is reported ; and among 
many other activities organised during the year 
were the annual athletic meeting; leagues and com- 
petitions in indoor and outdoor games; girls’ divi- 
sional annual conference ; girls’ drama competition , 
monthly gatherings of boys and girls which serve 
a purpose in training for leadership ; and the regular 
divisional meetings—all of which helped to main- 
tain the corporate spirit which exists in the 
Association. For the second year in succession 
Boys’ and Girls’ Leaders Training Courses in 
physical activities were arranged in conjunction 
with the Central Council of Recreative Physical 
Training. 

Diminishing adult leadership and assistance in 
the clubs, owing to the various calls of the war, 
is, says the report, the present greatest difficulty, 
and the Association appeals to former club workers 
and others able to do so to consider this most 
important form of National Service. 

The list of institutions affiliated to the A.J.Y. and 
printed in the report includes 16 clubs in the Senior 
Division, 24 in the Boys’ Division, and 17 in the 
Girls’ Division. The Association itself is affiliated 
to or represented on a dozen organisations.

The great 
leasure of having meals in the decorated Succah, 
rnished, perhaps, with some of our own home- 
made work, with the autumn sun shining through 
the glossy green leaves of the laurels that form its 
roof, is almost enough to make our festival unique.

Then the Synagogue service is beautified by using . 


the four kinds of plants, signs of God's goodness 
in making the earth beautiful with stately trees, 
lovely leaves, and ripe fruits. The procession of 
men, cach carrying the traditional palm-branch, is 
a pleasure to behold. 


In peace-time we all could share in these joys, * 


but now we must be content to see only one Lulab 
and Etrog in each Synagogue, and our meals in the 
Succah must be curtailed to those in daylight in 
order not to infringe the black-out restrictions. 
In Temple days, the festival had an even greater 
yous theme, because it included the Festival of 
ater-drawing, and the Rabbis say that “he who 
has not seen the joy of water-drawing has never 
seen complete joy.” 
On the first day of Succot a golden flagon was 
filled with water from Siloam and brought to the 
Water Gate, when the priest who was on duty blew 
three notes on the Shofar, one long and drawn out, 
then a quavering note, and then the third drawn

out. By this time, all the people had come out to 
join in the revels. It is said that once a priest did 
not perform in a proper manner the pouring of the 
water into the bowl provided, and the people, in 
their anger, pelted him with their citrons. 

After the pouring of the water, a dance took place, 
usually by torchlight in the evening. The songs 
were merry, and everyone who could play joined 
the bands with their lyres, harps, of cymbals. After 
the revelry, they went up the 15 steps of the Temple, 
singing a psalm on each tread and blowing the 
trumpet. The festival over, the children were made 
happy by being given the citrons to eat. 

But nowadays the culminating note of joy is on 
the last day, the Festival of Simchat Torah, 
Rejoicing of the Law. Our Torah has no beginning 
and no end. We are always studying it, and on 
the day we finish the last chapter of S°°3'3 we roll 
up the Sefer and read the first chapter of YWR7SD. 
Many have been the customs of this day. In most 
congregations all the young boys under Barmitzvah 
age are “ called up” as a special treat, and both 
boys and girls are usually given some sweets.

TALMUD TORAH TRUST 
Safeguarded Through J.E.C, 


The Rev. Isaac Goldston, who presided at the 
meeting of the Talmud Torah Trust at Wobura 
House last week, said that the Talmud Torahs were 
not being allowed to slide, as some people feared, 
Their needs and requirements were given full and 
favourable consideration whenever an item was 
dealt with by the Joint Emergency Committee on 
the education of children, whether in London, the 
provinces, or in the reception areas. 

His report stated that £1,500 had been granted to 
Talmud Torahs. He was very thankful they had 
gone into the Joint Emergency Committee, as other. 
wise they would not have survived. They were now 
equal partners in the arrangements for all educa- 
tion. The appeal for essential services was as much 
for the Talmud Torahs as for the classes in the 
voluntary schools or Synagogues. But the Talmud 
Torahs would never lose their identity. 

In the discussion which followed, criticism was 
expressed at the fact that only one meeting of the 
Education Committee had been held during the 
year, and that had been very poorly attended. 

A suggestion was made to replace members who 
lived out of London and could not attend mectings. 

Mr. Goldstone said, in reply to questions, that 
the salaries of teachers, when they were fully quali- 
fied, would be from £250 to £350 a year. 


Most Pressing Problem 


The Rev. J. Halpern reported that 12 Talmud 
Torahs had been the recipients of the £1,500 men- 
tioned by the Chairman. Most of them met every 
evening in the week. They were engaged in {rain- 
ing teachers, and the most pressing problem was the 


selection of suitable young people for training. In 
the London area the best reservoir must be the 
Talmud Torahs. Their aim was to set up in every 


Talmud Torah, in every district of England, a class 
which would prepare students for the teachers’ 
examination. 


Another scheme in which the Talmud Torahs 
would play an important part was the Youth 
Department set up by the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee. They looked to the Talmud Torahs for the 
elements on which they could draw for new post- 
Barmitzvah classes. There were, however, a large 
number of people in London who were vet 
reached, and much more also must be done for eirls. 
They were trying to engage a Canvasser to reach the 


parents of children who had no Jewish education 
Ihe Treasurer's report for 1940 and 194! was 


adopted. He expressed the gratitude of the Council 
to Mr. Isaac Wolfson and his family, who had 
covenanted in 1936 for an amount which had 


resulted in the Talmud Torah Trust bencfiting to the 
extent of £2.500 over the seven years.

RACE: FACTS & THEORIES 


Race and Racism. By R 7 mual- 
y Benepicr. Rous 
Racialism Against Civilisation. 
ZOLLSCHAN. New Europe Publishing Co. 1s. 6d.

These two new studies of the facts and theories 

about Race will have a special appeal to Jews, 
viclims SO many countries of discrimination, 
prejudice, and persecution in the name of some 
alleged racial science. Both writers deal with their 
subject in the true scientific spirit, sifting facts from 
fantasy, and both throw light on the real motives 
behind the Nazi fiction of racial superiority. 
Dr. Zollschan, from 1933 10 1938. worked Strenuously to 
induce SciCNtists of all nations to cxamine critically the Nazi 
theory of Nordic or Aryan superiority. and had made 
headway. But the war has, of course. interfered with his 
labours, and in this litth essay he surveys Hitler's theories 
acneraliy, showing not only that the Aryan notion is shee: 
nonsense, but that it is a positive menace to the ftuture of 
civilisation Dr Zolischan has ai solid backeround of 
knowledge, and his critical analysis of thé literature is 
IMCressive Fortunately, the events of to-day are likely to 
aid in discrediting Nazi racial doctrine; and, as Dr. Julian 
Huxley writes in a preface to Dr. Zollschan’s essay. “ there 
1S a very real hope that the doctrine will 20 down to oblivion 
in the defeat of its originators.” 

Dr Ruth Benedict's book has a more gencral outlook, 
and 1s a brilliant exposition of the whole subiect of race 
Ihe author first deals with the scientific facts known about 
racial groups and heredity—few as these are—and examines 
the different tests which have been used to help in classifying 
mankind She does full justice to the constant migrations 
and minglings of peopics which history reveals. She defines 
what exactly man does inherit, and shows that so-called 
racial heredity is a myth 

In the second part of the book Dr. Benedict deals with 
theories about race. All such theories, she neatly remarks, 
are cssentially ** a pretentious way of saying that ‘1° belong 
to the Best People.” Such a formula, she notes, has no 
rival for political purposes She passes in review the 
writings of Gobineau. Houston Stewart Chamberlain, and 
other pionecrs in racial theory, showing their background, 
motivation, and political or economic bias. She analyses 
the various arguments that have been put forward to prove 
facial superiority, on the grounds of biological fitness, 
mental tests. intelligence tests, or historical destiny. All are 
examined fairly, but critically. She pleads for racial toler- 
ance, education, and the proper scientific examination of 
racial beliefs, and points out the appalling price paid by 
a social order such as Nazi Germany, with its brutalising 
racial discrimination, its denial of human rights, its sabotage 
of science and the intellectttal life. 

Dr. Benedict quotes in one place the fine precepts of the 
Mosaic Law: ‘* The stranger that dwelicth with vou shall 
be unto you as one born among you, and thou shalt love 
him as thyself: for ye were strangcts in the land of Egypt.” 

These two essays On race are timcly indeed. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE 
FESTIVALS 


The Jewish Year. By Rapa Dr. S. M. LEHRMAN 
Jewish Educational Publications.

Among the periodical publications of the Joint 
Emergency Committee for Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion in Great Britain which have been appearing 
during the last two years as a means of spreading 
the message of Judaism among the young, the 
brochure entitled * The Jewish Year,” from the pen 
of Dr. Lehrman, intended as a “ Guide-Book for 
Teachers,” is of outstanding importance, and will 
be heartily welcomed by those engaged in the work 
of teaching at our Hebrew and religion classes. 

Not only does Dr. Lehrman give an impressive account 
of the festive days of the Jewish year, of their historic 
backeround, national importance and spiritual significance, 
but he weaves round them an exposition of Jewish ethical 
teaching which cannot fail to impress the young mind, and 
which a teacher who loves his Judaism must take a delight 
in conveying to his class or individual pupil. The inter- 
pretation of every teremony and feligious rite performed 
either in the Synagogue or in the home during the festive 
davs. both joyful and solemn, is given with such clarity and 
wealth of detail that even the boy or girl who has not the 
opportunity of secing the ritual observed in practice is bound 
to be impressed by the picture presented. 

Occasionally, it may appear that an explanation given for 
some minor detail of a ceremony, obseryed in connection 
with a Festival, is rather far-fetched. But a wise teacher 
will use his discretion and will not overload a child's mind 
with unnecessary elaboration of a theme which is in itself 
beautiful and fascinating. A few lapses and a number of 
misprints will readily be discovered as such by the competent 
teacher, but it will be well to have them removed when 
further editions of the brochure are printed. It is earnestly 
to be hoped that the Community will show its appreciation 
of the Joint Committee’s work by making full use of its 
educational publications and securing their proper distribu- 
won. 


A MARXIST AND THE JEWISH

Anti-Semitism and the Jewish Question. 
Rennap. Lawrence and Wishart. 2s. 6d.

The reaction of a reader to this volume will 
depend upon his political outlook. 

A convinced Marxist will see in the author's analysis the 
whole truth and heartily subscribe to his conclusions. The 
opponent of Marxism will dispute both the premises and the

deductions. The Jewish question, from its beginnings and 
in its entirety, is viewed in terms of economics; and by 
implication its solution is impossible except in a world 


Communist order from which the struggle of classes has 
been climinated. 

A fervent call to Jewry to unite against Fascism is made 
by the writer, but upon the assumption that the only alter- 
nalive is Marxism. It is to be feared that such a doctrine 
will be employed by anti-Semites as evidence that Jews arc 
behind Communism. The author's hostile attitude towards 
Zionism as a movement inseparable from impcrialism will 
be questioned by most Jewish readers. 

Despite the over-simplification of the problem and its 
suggested solution, this volume deserves to be widely read. 
In particular, the final chapter on ** The Menace of Anti- 
Semitism "’ is valuable for the exposure of the intimate 
connection between Hitler’s attack upon the freedom of the 
world and the modern organised campaign against the Jew.

THE REFUGEES 


CZECH ENTERPRISE IN S. WALES 


Dr. H. Ripka, Czechoslovakian Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs. visited the Czech factories 
at the Treforest Estate recently. He was accom- 
panied by Mme. Ripka, Professor Karol Nigrin, 
head of .the Czechoslovakian Department of 
Information, and Mme. Nigrin: Mr. A. Pollak and 
Mr. J. Pick, Chairman and Secretary respectively of 
the Czechoslovakian Centre in South Wales: and 
Mr. F. J. Statny. The visitors were welcomed by 
Mr. A. B. Johnson, Secretary of the Estate Com- 
pany, who introduced them to Colonel the Hon. 
H. Guest, M-P. 

Mr. Johnson described the development and 
Organisation of the Estate. Six years ago, he said, 
it was open agricultural land. The Czech manu- 
facturers began to arrive in 1937, and development 
had been rapid. The Estate Directors and Manage- 
ment Commitice were very proud to have them. 
They had made their mark and proved that some 
of the goods formerly imported from Czechoslovakia 
could be made in Britain. Barriers which had 
previously existed m the economic life of their 
respective countries had been removed, and that 
would be the start of an entirely new industrial 
collaboration. There was no reason, continued M: 
Johnson, why the Czech manufacturers should not 
run their factories on their Estate after the war, 
and another in Czechoslovakia. 

Dr. Ripka said that the Czechoslovakian Govern- 
ment was grateful to the Directors and Manage- 
ment, and to the British Government, for the tacth- 
tics accorded them. They hoped that that present 
collaboration would be an important factor in the 
deyclopment of economic relations after the war, 
not only between Great Britain and Czechoslovakia, 
but also with other European countries in Central 
Europe. 


ALIEN ENGINEERS 
ARMY 


The Sunpay Express reports that hundreds of 
German retugees are now serving in the newly 
formed Royal Electrical and Mechanical Engineers 
Corps of the British Army. One of the first enemy 
aliens to be given a commission was Mr. F. R. 
Jung. an architect and enginecr, who is a native of 
Vienna. Among non-commissioned officers ts the 
Jewish ex-manager of an important armaments 
works in Germany. He escaped from a German 
internment camp His knowledge ts now being 
used in carrying out improvements to the fighting: 
powers of tanks. 


“1 want to fight side by side with the soldicrs of 
Britain and her Allies against Nazi Germany. 1 am 
prepared to join a Free Austrian Fighting Unit as 
soon as its formation has been granted by the 
British authorities.” This ts the text of a declaration 
which has been sent to the various Austrian organisa- 
trons in Britain by the Free Austrian Movement tor 
distribution among members and friends. The 
declaration is intended only for male civilians and 
not for those who are already in the Pioneer Corps. 


Nearly $4,000 German and Austrian retugees are 
doing valuable work in British war factories and 
on the land, according to figures supplied by Sir 
‘Herbert Emerson, Chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee for Refugees in Britain.

FOR BRITISH’ 


SOCIAL CENTRE FOR THE FORCES 
Question of Control 


At the Board of Deputies mecting last week 
Mr. A. Gordon (Association of Jewish Ex-Ser- 
vicemen) asked at question time whether the Board 
was exercising any control over the Jewish Social 
Centre for the Forces. He understood that this 
body was formed, at the suggestion of the Jewish 
War-Services Committee, of representatives of 
London organisations. He was now informed that 
this Committee had been superseded by individuals 
who represented no organisation and who were to 
have the choice of those who would form the Council 
In view of the fact that the welfare 
of Service men was the concern of the whole Com- 
munity, would the Board, he asked, undertake to 
ensure that the Jewish Social Centre tor the Forces 
Was a truly representative communal body? 

Dr. Brodetsky replied that the question of pro- 
viding recreation for Jewish members of the Forces 


of the United Nations, now largely augmented 
through the arrival of American troops, was at 
present under consideration. The War-Services 


Committee and the committee in relation therewith 
which had been responsible for the running of the 
club at Woburn House had recently had the whole 
question under review and the matter was also on 
the agenda of the Executive Committee of the Board. 

There was general agreement that the organisation 
at present in existence must be reconstituted on a 
wider basis, and in the gencral consideration which 
was being given attention would also be paid to the 
advisability of setting up the organisation on a 
national basis 


HEBREW TEACHERS’ TRAINING 


The Rev. I. Goldston, Chairman of the Jewish 
Higher Education Centre, presided at a preliminary 
meeting of students held last week at Woburn 
House, where plans for the autumn session were 
discussed. 

The Chairman said that their main purpose was 
to raise the standard of teaching by providing the 
Community with qualified and tramed Hebrew 
teachers. 

Dr. 1. Fishman gave details of the various courses 
which would be conducted by the Centre. Students, 
he said, would be prepared tor the cxaminations 
held by the Central Examining Board, under ihe 
auspices of Jews’ College. The examinations 
included (a) the Intermediate Grade; (b) Teacher's 
Diploma, Grade “B,” intended for part-time 
teachers: and (c) Teacher's Diploma, Grade A,” 
intended for those who wished to become tull-time 
Hebrew teachers. Studentships were being offered. 
In addition, practising teachers could take advant- 
age of the facilities offered by attending a 
refresher course ™ in certain subjects. 

It was announced that the next session would 
begin soon after the Holy-days. Full information 
can be obtained from the Education Officer, 
Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place.
